and the Guianas, is being discussed 
in a very fair spirit both North and 
South.

1 
behind them. and that they have 
assurances from tLe governments in 
South America that justify them in 
offering liberal inducements to all 
who care to emigrate. The appeal 
is made to the discontented colored 
people in all parts of the United 
States but more particularly to the 
negrces of the old slave States. Any 
appeal that speaks of the wrongs 
ot these people and promises im- 
provement in property and other 
conditions will have great effect 
among those who believe that there 
isno hope for improvement in the 
South.

Something might perhaps be gain- 
ed in that respect by emigration to 
the region named. Butit should be 
remembered that odium attaches to 
extreme want everywhere, or if not 
odium, then immense amount of in- 
convenience and suffering. 

We should say then that colored 
people, like all others, should make 
the question of emigration rest most- 
y, perhaps wholly, on the prospects 
of getting a comfortable living that 
were offered at home, compared with 
those prospects elsewhere. 

A thrifty, industrious, quiet peo- 
ple will gain everywhere a_ certain 
amount of respect. and will be en- 
abled to live in comfort, no matter 
what prejudice may exist against 
them for re isons that they can not be 
responsibie for.

That section is just 
entering upona career calling for 
the employment of laborers in varied 
industries. All the chances are in 
favor of the South needing all the 
laborers now living within its limits 
The question of whether these labor- 
ers will be retained or not rests Jarge- 
ly with the white people of the sev- 
eral States No law, no organization, 
no system of bulldozing can compel 
the freedman to remain where they 
are not fai ly treated. The most 
effective way to break down the new 
emigration movement is to give the 
colored people of the South practical 
assurance of fair treatment. They, 
like other people, are attached to 
their homes- The Virginia negro 
has a liking for Virginia, and the 
negroes of Mississippi undoubtedly 
prefer the State of their birth to other 
States, providing always that they 
are treated as fairly in -one State 
as another. If the South means busi- 
ness, if the Southern people mean to 
take full advantage of the promised 
era Of uanufacturing and com- 
mercial activity they should enceur- 
age by all means in their power the 
colored people to remain in their 
native States.

The following from the Richmond 
Dispatch shows that there is no differ- 
ence from a constitutional standpoint 
in the Educational Bill of i880 and that 
of 1888 : 

The speech of Mr. Pugh, of Alabama, 
on the Blair bill should of itself suffice to 
put an end to all discussion as to: the con- 
stitutionality of that bill. The facts he 
quotes are worth all the argumention 
that ingenious sophists could indulge in. 
The speech would fill many columns of 
our paper, but we will epitomiz» at least 
a portion of it. 

Over seven years ago, soon after Mr. 
Pugh ent:red the Senate, a bill was 
passed to aid the State in securing the 
benefits of a common school education to 
the children, white and black, in their 
population. In December,1880, without 
counting the negative vote, the Senate, 
on motion of Mr. Baily, of Tennessee, a 
Democrat, agreed to the following: 

“That the net proceeds of the sales of 
public lands and the receipts from patents 
shall be set. apart as an educational fund, 
and entered upon the books of the Treas- 
ury to the credit of the fund, and bearing 
interest at the rate of 4 per cent. per an- 
num, the interest on such educational 
fund only tobe paid to the States as here- 
in provided.” 

The was adopted as an amendment to 
the Morrill bill, and passed the Senate in 
that shape. No wonder Mr. Pugh 
taunted the anti Blair bill senators by 
saying that ‘the horse harnessed in the 
Morrill bill was gentle, true, harmless 
and faithful; but when the same horse is 
harnessed to pull through the Blair bill 
he instantly becomes a most dangerous 
animal with the most vicious qualities, 
really Trojan horse filled with arms and 
de and Yankee ‘schoolmarms’ to be 
turned loose to destroy the Southern 
States.”

THE REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 


Members of the Committee Meeting in 
Chicago. 

Curcaco, Feb. 10.—The members of the 
sub-committee of the National Republican 
committee, which has in charge the prepara- 
tions for the National Republican conven- 
tion, are gathering at the Grand Pacific, and 
to-day the rounds of corridors of that well 
known hostelrie were crowded with Repub- 
lican politicians. 

The sub-committee is made up of John 8. 
Clarkson, Des Moines, president; Fessender, 
of Connecticut; Flobart, of New Jersey; 
Jones, of Pennsylvania; Conger, of Ohio; 
Clayton, of Arkansas; Leland, of Kansas; 
Howe, of Nebraska, and Cuney, of Texas, 
The object of the meeting is the appointment 
of all the citizens’ committees and the gen- 
eral elaboration of all of the preliminary 
plans for the convention. The meeting is in 
reality the opening of the presidential cam- 
paign. 

The convention meets the middle of June, 
and as all the delegates to it must be selected 
at least sixty days before it will require all 
of the state conventions to be held by the 
middle of April at least, which leaves to the 
committee but a very short time for prepara- 
tion. The meeting appointed local commit- 
tees for the purpose of carrying out Chicago’s 
part of the contract. By the terms of the 
proposition made tothe National committee 
the citizens agree to pay for all the running 
expenses of the convention, including hall 
rent, rent of committee rooms and printing. 

The sub-committee will arrange plans for 
raising money, and a number of representa- 
tive citizens have been invited to meet the 
committee for that purpose. Instructions 
have been given to the National committee 
to limit the number of admissions to the 
convention at any one session to 8,000, and 
this will keep the audience down to reasona- 
ble proportions and prevent a jam of 20,000 
as has been the case heretofore.

CINCINNATI, Feb. 10.—‘‘Oh, yes, I deny 
every allegation of the criminal charge 
against me,” said President Means, of the 
wrecked Metropolitan bank, this morning. 
“Ido not apprehend any trouble from the 
prosecution. My past business life should be 
a guarantee that Iam no criminal. 

“Twas not asill yesterday as reported. 
True, the shock of this great business disaster 
has fallen heavily upon me, but my troubles 
have been greatly lightened by the hundreds 
of kinds friends who have offered me sym- 
pathy and assistance and assured me of a 
continuance of their confidence. !am_ be- 
sieged with callers here at the Grand botel. 
When I go out on the street I am continu- 
ally stopped by zealous friends, and my mail 
brings me numerous letters from friends at 
Ironton and other places where I have had 
business interests. 

“T will not say anything about the notes of 
the directors found among the assets of tho 
bank. I am not going to accuse anybody. I 
am all right and I sincerely hope my fellow 
bank officials are too. 

“The Metropolitan was weak when I went 
into it, and there has continually been a 
strong opposition to us from the outside. 
We were aggressive. 

“The bank is ruined, the thing is done, 
and, though I am one of the chief sufferers, 
Iam not going to accuse any one. 

‘‘All the directors drew heavily upon their 
private fortunes to save the bank. We 
failed and are now almost martyrs.” 





Had His Money in the Metropolitan. 

CINCINNATI, Feb. 10.—Frank V. Sowles, 
dealer in lumber, shingles and lath, etc., at 
Shillito and Cincinnati, Lebanon & North- 
ern railroad, assigned this morning to 
Charles J. Hunt. The assets will amount to 
$28,000, and liabilities to $20,000 or $22,000, 
The failure was caused by Sowles having a 
deposit in the Metropolitan bank, which he 
had not drawn out and was unable to meet 
his notes, which matured yesterday in con- 
sequence. Sowles is a brother-in-law of 
John R. De Camp, ex-vice president of the 
Metropolitan bank. Heisa native of Ur- 
bana, O. 





THE GRIP BROKE. 


A Cable Road Accident in Which Several 
Are Injured. 

Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 10.—About 9 
o'clock last night asatrain onthe Kansas 
City Cable railway was going up the incline 
from the Union depot, the grip broke. The 
men in charge applied the brakes as soon and 
as vigorously as possible, but they failed to 
work, and the train with its cargo of human 
freight dashed madly down the incline, 
where it collided with a stationary train 
which had just been filled with passengers, 
No one was killed outright, but three persons 
are believed to have been fatally injured by 
the accident, to-wit:

Boycott Against Carpet Makers. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb, 10.—Within the past 
few days copies of a boycott circular have 
been issued from the general headquarters of 
the Knights of Labor in this city, against 
the firm of E. 8. Higgins & Company, car- 
pet manufacturers, of New York city, and 
indirec‘ly against three large carpet firms 
in this city, and many other firms elsewhere, 
who are said to deal in the goods manufac- 
tured by Higgins & Company. 

Higgins & Company is the firm against 
whom the enmity of the general executive 
board was directed last June, immediately 
after the expulsion cf District Assembly 126, 
because of its loyalty to John Morrison. It 
was Claimed at the time that the notorious 
boycott had been declared at the instance of 
only a portion of the general executive 
board, through spite. The affair created 


considerable excitement at the time, both in 


New York and in thiscity. The present 
boycott circular reaffirms the contents of 
the first one, and, like it, is signed by 
John W. Hayes, secretary of the general 
board.

Low Rates for Sheffield, 





A special to the Chattanooga Times 
from Sheffield, says: 


The Memphis & Charleston Railroad 
has reduced the rate on flour from Mem~ 
phis to twenty-five cents per barrel, for- 
merly fifty four cents; on meal twenty- 
five cents per barrel, formerly forty-four 
cents; grain tencents per 100 pounds, 
formerly seventeen cents; and all other 
heavy groceries in proportion. This was 
done on account of the low rate of freight 
by river trom St, Louis and other West- 
ern cities. Sheffield has as low freight 
rates as any city in Alabama, no matter 
what the size, and she issteadily assums 
ing the proportions of a great commer- 
cial as wellas a manufacturing center.

Dr. Da na furnishes a striking evidence 
of the favorable result from applying 
artificial manure. Mr. George Robbins, 
of Watertown, he says, is an extensive 
manufacturer of soap and candles, and 
of starch, and still better, a man who 
employs the refuse of those trades in 
gladdening his land. For four years 
(and itis believed his crops will com- 
pare with any of the best cultivators 
around him) he has not used a spoonful 
of manure made by any animal walking 
on either two or four legs. He keeps 
eleven horses, four cows and four hun- 
dred hogs; he uses not a shovelful of 
their manure, but selling that, he uses 
peat and swamp muck mixed with his 
spent barilla ashes. The proportions 
are one part of spent ashes to three of 
peat dug upin the fall, mixed in the 
spring. After shoveling two or three 
times it is spread and plowedin. The 
effect is immediate, and so far lasting.
